The exigencies of the occasion requir- 
ed that the entire force of the Nation 
al Guard should be put under arms 
and held ready to move at a moment's 
notice. The duties to be performed 
were of a very difficult and delicate na- 
ture. The actual and threatened vio- 
lence and defiance of law were such 
that it became necessary to order the 
militia to seven different points upon 
the leading railway lines, extending 
horn Lake Erie to Albany and New 
York. The various regiments, bsttal 
ions and separate companies selected 
for this purpose were moved to their 
respective positions with a rapidity 
and precision which could not have 
been excelled by regular troops. They 
were handled with such skill and good 
judgement that within one week the 
disturbances were entirely suppressed 
and pence and order restored through- 
out the State w ithout any seriouH shed 
ding of hit) si The event has demon- 
strated the efficiency and reliability of 
a well organized Stati* militia. Al- 
though subjected to great privations 
and hardships, the lsst discipline was 
observed throughout, and the citizen 
soldiers returned to their homes car- 
rying with them the thanks not only 
of their officers, but of all thelaw-sbid 
ing citizens of the State.

Taking the period referred 
to, for each of the hint five years, which 
includes the panic year of 1878, we 
find that the total construction was 
smaller this year than in any exeept 
1876, being' 81)3 miles, against 642 
miles last vear, ami '2(50 miles in 1875. 
In 1873 it was '.U8 miles. Of the total 
mileage so far constructed, 87 per ceut 
is' narrow guage, and is, of course, in 
tended only for local use or as feeders 
to tho main roads. Fifty four per cent 
of the increase was in the two St at es 
of Texas and CeJfornia, while Ohio — 
chiefly in narrow gnH^e roads — was 
next. The (Jazfttt points out that

And the Cross itaelf has sig- 
nalled hearts to Heaven without lips or 
voice. If defects of "Mm Metises" are 
to W a disqualification for sacred 
functions, we must take equal oare 
about def e c ts of "sense. " What tfwe 
were to exact symmetry of the brain 
and an unnmtilated understanding as 
rigorously as we are told we should a 
vocal tongue, or two anus or aWll So 
long as the Providence of our Father 
suffers nn.ny of His children to live 
without articulation or hearing, I con 
elude He is willing that now and then 
oue of them should lead the rest la 
their Saviour.
